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Senator Introduces

that sweeping legislation to ban 
the widespread application of 
persistent pesticides have been 
introduced in Congress. 


"The long-term toxicity of 


chlorinated 
hydrocarbon 


pesticides presents a deadly 
threat to fish, wildlife and the 
over-all quality of our en- 
vironment," 
declared 
the 


Wisconsin Democrat. 


Nelson's legislative package 


would outlaw interstate sale or 
shipment of dieldrin, aldrin, 
chlordane, endrin, heptachlor, 
DDD-DDE, 
lindane 
and 


toxaphene. 


Ralph MacMullan, director of 


the Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources, has called 
dieldrin a far greater hazard for 
fish and wildlife than DDT.

There is very little academic freedom in the United States these 


days, Dr. S. I. Hayakawa declared recently in decrying influence in 
the colleges of militants who he said are trying to stop freedom of 
speech. The peppery doctor's assertion seems more than a little 
exaggerated, and there is considerable doubt that most militants are 
deliberately trying to stop freedom of speech. But there can be little 
doubt that the disruptive tactics of the militants do a disservice to 
both academic freedom and freedom of speech, which, though 
closely connected, are not the same thing. 


Actually, the disruption of meetings which we hear about are 


probably much less frequent than we might be led to believe. It's 
news only when it does occur. The newspapers and telecasts would 
be pretty dull if they also chronicled ten thousand meetings at which 
nothing unusual occurred. But there is no excuse for the barbaric 
behavior which does crop up from time to time. 


There may be times when Boston Tea Party like tactics are called 


for. It may be that the blacks had no other way to bring their plight to 
the attention of the nation than through marches and demon- 
strations. Perhaps the peace marches have demonstrated to a 
reluctant administration that large sectors of the American people 
do want the killing in Vietnam stopped, and want to bring our 
American soldiers back to their families and the work that waits to 
be done in their homeland. But that is not the same thing as breaking 
up a meeting, of preventing a speaker from being heard, of in- 
terrupting free speech and free exchange of ideas generally. 


The difference between public protest and intimidation of op- 


position must be recognized. It's the difference between freedom and 
lawlessness.

borrowers, who are paying 
Pike's Peak interest on their 
bank loans, may like to know 
why the bankers always seem to 
get what they want out of 
Congress. 


Bank welfare has become an 


almost constant preoccupation 
of a number of Congressmen 
who have made it their business 
to see that the banks are not 
deprived. And those who have 
championed the baking interests 
have been known, all to often, to 
turn up with easy loans, bank 
stocks and other financial 
benefits from the banks. 


At the same time that less- 


blessed Americans are paying 
sky-high interest rates, for 
example, Congressmen can get 
bargain-rate loans from the 
dignified, encrusted National 
Bank of Washington. 


There's no red tape involved 


in this cozy arrangement which 
is administered in Swiss-style 
secrecy by the Congressmen's 
own House bank. 


Nevertheless, this column can 


now report that 6Vs per cent 
loans, ranging as high as $13,200, 
are presently held by 124 
Congressmen — including nine 
members of the House Banking 
and Currency Committee, which 
is supposed to be an impartial 
overseer of the nation's finan- 
cial institutions. Of the nine, all 
but one have voted down the line 
for legislation beneficial to 
banks. 


The committee members who 


have voted for the banking in- 
terests at the same time that 
they accepted cut-rate loans 
from the National Bank of 
Washington are: 


Tom Belvill, D-Ala., Ben 


Blackburn, R-Ga., Bill Cowger, 
R-Ky., Tom Gettys, D-S.C.,

HALPERN THE WINNER 


Halpern is the deepest in debt 


to the banks. In addition to his 
6Vfe per cent loan from the 
National Bank, he also has 
received easy money from the 
First National City Bank, Chase 
Manhattan, Long Island Trust 
Co., Oneida National Bank & 
Trust, Flushing National Bank, 
Royal National Bank of New 
York, Central State Bank, 
United National Bank, National 
Bank of North America, and 
Manufacturers Hanover Trust 
— all New York banks. 


On at least one occasion, 


Halpern also wangled a loan 
from the Capital National Bank 
of Miami. 


Not only are Congressmen 


able to obtain quick loans at two 
per cent less than 
other 


borrowers must pay, but at least 
97 House members own bank 
stock valued at more than 
$5,000.

Congressmen have an indirect 
interest in banks through stock 
registered in the names of their 
wives, children and relatives. 


Many more Congressmen 


collect law fees from banks. 


This column has made a study 


of 50 typical law firms with 
partners serving in Congress. Of 
these, 40 represented banks.

President Nixon's proposed 
budget represents the serious 
beginnings of an effort to 
rechannel American energies 
into improving the domestic 
environment, 
rather 
than 


simply defending it with arms. 


Such a shift in thinking was 


bound to develop. It had become 
too obvious to Americans that 
while they were spending more 
and more millions to defend 
their way of life, that life was 
deteriorating badly. 


The Nixon budget says, in 


effect, 
that while 
crime, 


pollution and defects in welfare 
are brought about by deep 
ailments in society, the start 
toward correcting them can 
begin with the diversion of funds 
from defense. 


It will be the first time in 20 


years, the President said, that 
the federal government will 
spend more on human resource 
programs than on defense. If it 
works out, that spending will be 
41 cents of each tax dollar for 
human resources and 36 cents 
for defense. 


The curtailing of defense 


spending 
is 
viewed 
also 


as part of the battle against 
inflation. By restraining such 
spending, it is assumed that 
pressures on prices will be made 
throughout a large area of the 
economy. 


There appears to be a 


weakness in the battle plan, 
however, for the President is 
attempting to shift the course of 
the nation, to begin new efforts, 
while 
unfinished 
business 


remains. 


The main unfinished business, 


of course, is Vietnam. The 
President declined to estimate 
the cost of the war during 
the fiscal year and thus 
suggests 
that his 
budget 


surplus is precariously balanced 
and uncertain. 


An escalation of the war could 


eliminate the anticipated $1.3 
billion surplus. But perhaps a 
further slowdown of military 
activities could provide him 
with a larger surplus. 


Another bit of unfinished 


business is inflation. 


If the dollar's value continues 


to erode, the President, like 
other Americans, is going to find 
his budgeted funds won't stretch 
as far as he had hoped. 


The current siege of inflation 


apparently 
has made the 


President feel 
that 
good 


housing, a requirement of any 
program to improve the quality 
of life, must be postponed. 


The reasoning for such an 


attitude is based on the 
assumption that the recession in 
the housing industry is the result 
mainly of high money costs and 
that the industry cannot recover 
until these costs comedown. 


In the Nixon view, however, 


money prices aren't going to fall 
until inroads are made against 
inflation: by balancing the 
federal budget and reducing the 
federal government's need for 
competing 
in 
the money 


markets. 


In fact, the need to control 


inflation is denying the ad- 
ministration the energy it needs 
for any vigorous reordering of 
priorities. It is a shift of thinking 
but is only the beginning of the 
reordering.

How tough a sentence you get 


for possessing marijuana in 
California depends mainly on 
where you live, a statewide 
survey has disclosed. 


If you live in Orange County, 


chances are nine out of 10 that 
you'll get a stiff felony sentence. 


But if you live next door in Los 


Angeles County, chances are 
only two out of 10 that you'll 
draw a felony. 


However, while judges in 


some counties are tough on 
marijuana law offenders, the 
number of felony sentences 
statewide is down more than 15 
per cent since passage of <a law 
allowing judges to impose a 
lighter misdemeanor sentence, 
as well as the more serious 
felony term. 


These facts were detailed in a 


firauaMtfrkind 
report by the 


State B«r»M of Criminal 
Statistics. It was done for 
Democratic Assemblyman Alan 


Sieroty of Beverly Hills, who 
used the figures to bolster his 
campaign for easing of the state 
law most often applied to 
marijuana users — possession of 
it for the first time. 


Sieroty 
is 
proposing 


legislation today that would: 


— Cut 
the 
penalty 
for 


possessing marijuana to a 
misdemeanor only, with a 
maximum of 90 days in jail. 


— Repeal the law making it a 


crime simply to be present in a 
place where marijuana or 
narcotics is being used. 


— Repeal the law that 


requires persons convicted of 
misdemeanor 
marijuana 


possession to register with 
police when they move to a new 
town. 


— Remove the requirement 


that hospitals report to police 
when a person using 
comes to them f or hsip. This 
passsd last year, but vetoed by 
Gov. Reagan.

which there is a single cyst 
which occurs later in life.

Now let me emphasize that 


any doctor who ever attempts 
to prophesy about any condi- 
tion in terms of time runs a 
great risk of being wrong. In 
the practice of medicine, we 
physicians must treat our pa- 
tients on a day-to-day basis 
without speculating as to the 
duration of any 
affliction. 


Far too often we are pressured 
by families who want us to 
state, 
with 
definitiveness, 


when a complete cure will oc- 
cur, or how long a person will 
survive. We can understand 
the emotional need for such an 
answer, but we merely act a 
trap for ourselves by such 
guesswork. 


In your father's case, if a 


cyst exists and surgery is rec- 
ommended.there may be no in- 
terference with hU longevity. 
With the new kidney machines 
that now are available, many 
people who might otherwise 
have succumbed because of 
poor kidney function, are now 
able to live for many long 
years. It would do you a great 
injustice If anyone were to of- 
fer the slightest suggestion as 
to the life expectancy of your 
father. 


My husband and I differ in 


our reactions to pain. He 
seems to fall apart if a tooth 


is removed. I seem to be able 
to tolerate much more pain 
What makes this difference?

Dear Mrs. D.: I'll whisper 


this quietly and hope that my 
male readers will forgive me 
I honestly believe that theii 
tolerance to pain is generally 
lower than women's. Some 
people are severely distressed 
by the slightest amount oi 
pain while others can take it 
in stride, bear it, and ever 
function well with it. The ca- 
pacity to tolerate pain it 
known as the "threshold" foi 
pain. 


Those with a high threshold 
are not nearly as distressed ai 
are those who have a low 
threshold. Even threshold! 
themselves tend to vary undei 
different circumstances. When 
there is an additional emotion- 
al stress, even those who can 
tolerate a great deal of pain 
may suddenly find that theii 
tolerance is lowered and that 
they react more severely than 
usual. 


It should not be a compara- 


tive game by which one com- 
pares the ability to withstand 
pain. N e i t h e r children noi 
adults should be stigmatized 
because they react to pair 
with a variation from that 
which is expected.

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No Place For Barbarian Behavior 


There is very little academic freedom in the United States these 
days. Dr. S. I. Havakawa declared recently in decrying influence in 
the colleges of m ilitants who he said are trying to stop freedom of 
speech. The peppery doctor’s assertion seems more than a little 
exaggerated, and there is considerable doubt that most militants are 
deliberately trying to stop freedom of speech But there can be little 
doubt that the disruptive tactics of the militants do a disservice to 
both academic freedom and freedom of speech, which, though 
closely connected, are not the sam e thing. 


Actually, the disruption of meetings which we hear about are 
probably much less frequent than we might be led to believe It’s 
news only when it does occur. The newspapers and telecasts would 
be pretty dull if they also chronicled ten thousand meetings at which 
nothing unusual occurred But there is no excuse for the barbaric 
behavior which does crop up from tim e to time. 


There may be times when Boston Tea Party like tactics are called 
for. It may be that the blacks had no other way to bring their plight to 
the attention of the nation than through m arches and demon­ 
strations Perhaps the peace m arches have demonstrated to a 
reluctant adm inistration that large sectors of the American people 
do want the killing in Vietnam stopped, and want to bring our 
American soldiers back to their families and the work that waits to 
be done in their homeland. But that is not the sam e thing as breaking 
up a meeting, of preventing a speaker from being heard, of in­ 
terrupting free speech and free exchange of ideas generally. 


The difference between public protest and intimidation of op­ 
position must be recognized. It’s the difference between freedom and 
lawlessness

T here’s no red tape involved 
in this cozy arrangem ent which 
is administered in Swiss-style 
secrecy by the Congressmen s 
own House bank. 
Nevertheless, this column can 
now’ report that 6Vi per cent 
loans, ranging as high as $13,200. 
are 
presently held 
by 
124 
Congressmen — including nine 
m em bers of the House Banking 
and Currency Committee, which 
is supposed to be an impartial 
overseer of the nation’s finan­ 
cial institutions. Of the nine, all 
but one have voted down the line 
for legislation beneficial to 
banks. 
The committee m em bers who 
have voted for the banking in­ 
terests at the same time that 
they accepted cut-rate 
loans 
from 
the National 
Bank 
of 
Washington are: 
Tom Belvill, D -A la., Ben

Such a shift in thinking was 
bound to develop It had become 
too obvious to Americans that 
while they were spending more 
and more millions to defend 
their way of life, that life was 
deteriorating badly. 
The Nixon budget says, in 
effect, 
th at 
while 
crim e, 
pollution and defects in welfare 
are brought 
about 
by 
deep 
ailments in society, the start 
toward correcting them 
can 
begin with the diversion of funds 
from defense. 
It will be the first time in 20 
years, the President said, that 
the federal 
government will 
spend more on human resource 
programs than on defense. If it 
works out, that spending will be 
41 cents of each tax dollar for 
human resources and 36 cents 
for defense. 
The cu rtailin g of defense 
spending 
is 
view ed 
also 
as part of the battle against 
inflation. By restraining such 
spending, it is assumed that 
pressures on prices will be made 
throughout a large area of the 
economy. 
T here 
ap p ears 
to 
be 
a 
weakness in the battle plan, 
however, for the President is 
attem pting to shift the course of 
the nation, to begin new efforts, 
while 
unfinished 
business 
remains. 


The main unfinished business, 
of course, 
is 
Vietnam. 
The 
President declined to estim ate 
the cost of the war during 
the 
fiscal 
year 
and 
thus 
suggests 
that 
his 
budget 
surplus is precariously balanced 
and uncertain. 
An escalation of the w ar could 
eliminate the anticipated $1.3 
billion surplus But perhaps a 
further slowdown of military 
activities could provide 
him 
with a larger surplus. 
A nother bit of unfinished 
business is inflation. 
If the dollar’s value continues 
to erode, the President, like 
other Americans, is going to find 
his budgeted funds won’t stretch 
as far as he had hoped. 
The current siege of inflation 
ap parently 
has 
m ade 
the 
P resid en t 
feel 
th at 
good 
housing, a requirem ent of any 
program to improve the quality 
of life, must be postponed. 
The reasoning for such an 
attitu d e

assumption that the recession in 
the housing industry is the result 
mainly of high money costs and 
that the industry cannot recover 
until these costs comedown. 
In the Nixon view, however, 
money prices aren’t going to fall 
until inroads are made against 
inflation: by balancing the 
federal budget and reducing the 
federal government’s need for

in

markets. 
In fact, the need to control 
inflation is denying 
the ad­ 
ministration the energy it needs 
for any vigorous reordering of 
priorities. It is a shift of thinking 
but is only the beginning of the 
reordering.

How tough a sentence you get 
for possessing 
m arijuana 
in 
California depends mainly on 
where you live, a statewide 
survey has disclosed 
If you live in Orange County, 
chances are nine out of 10 that 
you’ll get a stiff felony sentence. 
But if you live next door in Los 
Angeles County, chances are 
only two out of 10 that you’ll 
draw a felony. 
H ow ever, while judges in 
some counties are tough on 
m arijuana law offenders, the 
number 
of 
felony 
sentences 
statewide is down more than 15 
per cent since passage of,a law 
allowing judges to impose a 
lighter misdemeanor sentence, 
as well as the more serious 
felony term . 
These facts were detailed in a 
first-of-its-kind report by the 
S tate 
B ureau 
of 
C rim inal 
S tatistics. It was done for 
Democratic Assemblyman Alan 


Sieroty of Beverly Hills, who 
used the figures to bolster his 
campaign for easing of the state 
law m ost often applied 
to 
m arijuana users — possession of 
it for the first time.

is

legislation today that would:

Cut

Now let me emphasize that 
any doctor who ever attem pts 
to prophesy about any condi­ 
tion in term s of time runs a 
great risk of being wrong. In 
the practice of medicine, we 
physicians must treat our pa­ 
tients on a day-to-day basis 
without speculating as to the 
duration 
of 
any 
affliction. 
F ar too often we are pressured 
by families who w ant us to 
state, 
with 
definitiveness, 
when a complete cure will oc­ 
cur, or how long a person will 
survive. We can understand 
the emotional need for such an 
answer, but we merely set a 
trap for ourselves by such 
guesswork. 
In your father’s case, If a 
cyst exists and surgery is rec­ 
ommended,there m ay be no in­ 
terference with his longevity. 
W ith the new kidney machines 
that now are available, many 
people who m ight otherwise 
have succumbed because of 
poor kidney function, are now 
able to live for many long 
years. It would do you a great 
injustice if anyone were to of­ 
fer the slightest suggestion as 
to the life expectancy of your 
father. 


My husband and I differ in 
our

is removed. I seem to be able 
to tolerate much more pain 
W hat makes this difference? 
Mrs. K. D., M assachusetts 
Dear Mrs. D.: I ’ll whisper 
this quietly and hope that my 
male readers will forgive me. 
I honestly believe that their 
tolerance to pain is generally 
lower 
than 
women’s. 
Some 
people are severely distressed 
by the slightest amount of 
pain while others can take it 
in stride, bear it, and even 
function well with it. The ca­ 
pacity 
to 
tolerate 
pain 
is 
known as the “threshold” for 
pain. 
Those with a high threshold 
are not nearly as distressed as 
are those who have a low 
threshold. 
E v e n 
thresholds 
themselves tend to vary under 
different circumstances. When 
there is an additional emotion­ 
al stress, even those who can 
tolerate a great deal of pain 
may suddenly find that their 
tolerance is lowered and that 
they react more severely than 
usual. 
It should not be a compara­ 
tive game by which one com­ 
pares the ability to withstand 
pain. N e i t h e r children nor 
adults should be stigmatized 
because they r e a c t to pain 
with a variation from th a t 
which is expected. 
I am dumbfounded by the 
way women can. handle hot 
pans without obvious pain. My 
own threshold for pain gener­ 
ally is high, but I simply can­ 
not hold anything hot without 
distress. Thresholds, therefore, 
vary for different stimuli in 
the same person.

President Nixon’s proposed 
budget represents the serious 
beginnings of an effort to 
rechannel American energies 
into improving the domestic 
environment, 
rather 
than 
simply defending it with arms 
Such a shift in thinking was 
bound to develop. It. 'had become 
too obvious to Americans that 
while they were spending more 
and more millions to defend 
their way of life, that life was 
deteriorating badly. 
The Nixon budget says, in 
effect, 
that 
while 
crim e, 
pollution and defects in welfare 
are brought about by deep 
ailments in society, the start 
toward correcting them can 
begin with the diversion of funds 
from defense. 
It will be the first time in 20 
years, the President said, that 
the federal government will 
.spend more on human resource 
programs than on defense. If it 
works out, that spending will be 
41 cents of each tax dollar for 
human resources and 36 cents 
for defense 
The curtailing of defense 
spending 
is 
viewed 
also 
as part of the battle against 
inflation. By restraining such 
spending, it is assumed that 
pressures on prices will be made 
throughout a large area of the 
economy. 
There appears 
to 
be 
a 
weakness in the battle plan, 
however, for the President is 
attempting to shift the course of 
the nation, to begin new efforts, 
while 
unfinished 
business 
remains 


The main unfinished business 
of course, 
is Vietnam. The 
President declined to estímate 
the cost of the war during 
the fiscal 
year 
and 
thus 
suggests 
that 
his 
budget 
surplus is precariously balanced 
and uncertain 
An 'escala,I,ion of the war could, 
eliminate the anticipated $1.3 
billion surplus But perhaps a 
further slowdown of m ilitan 
activities could provide him 
with a larger surplus 
Another bit of unfinished 
business is inflation. 
If the dollar’s value continues 
to erode, the President, like 
other Americans, is going to find 
his budgeted funds won’t stretch 
as far as he ha<j hoped 
The current siege of inflation 
apparently 
has 
m ade 
the 
President 
feel 
that 
good 
housing, a requirement of any 
program to improve the quality 
of life, must be postponed 
The reasoning for such an 
attitude 
is 
based 
on 
the 
assumption that the recession in 
the housing industry is the result 
mainly of high money costs and 
that the industry cannot recover 
until these costs comedown. 
In the Nixon view, however, 
money prices aren’t going to fall 
until, inroads are made against 
inflation: by balancing the 
federal budget and reducing the 
federal government’s need for 
competing 
in 
the 
money 
markets. 
In fact, the1 need to control 
inflation is denying the ad­ 
ministration the energy it needs 
for any vigorous reordering of 
priorities. It is a shift of thinking 
but is only the beginning of the 
reordering.

By JERRY RANKIN 
Associated Press, Writer 
How tough a sentence you get 
for possessing marijuana in 
California depends mainly on 
where you live, a statewide 
survey has disclosed 
If you live in Orange County., 
chances are nine out of 10 that 
you’ll get a stiff felony sentence. 
But if you live next door in Los 
Angeles County, chances are 
only two out of 10 that you’ll 
draw a felony. 
However, while judges in 
■some cou.nti.es are tough on 
marijuana law offenders, the 
number of felony 
sentences 
statewide is down more than 15 
per cent since passage of «a law 
allowing judges to impose a 
lighter misdemeanor sentence, 
as well as toe more serious 
felony term 
These facts were detailed in a 
first-of-its-kind report by toe 
State 
Bureau 
of 
Criminal 
Statistics. It. was done for 
Democratic Assemblyman Alan 


Sieroty of Beverly Hills, who 
used the figures to' bolster his 
campaign for easing of the state 
law 
most often applied to 
marijuana users — possession of 
it for the first time.

L„: First, let me 
explain that cystic disease of 
the kidney oc­ 
curs 
in 
two 
forms One is 
the polycystic 
f o r m, which 
may be due to 
s o m e abnor­ 
mality in de­ 
velopment and 
is known 
to 
occur at birth. 
The other form 
of cystic dis­ 
ease is one to 
which there is a single cyst 
which occurs later in life. I 
assume that the second is the 
one that afflicts your father. 
Now let me emphasize that 
any doctor who ever attempts 
to prophesy about any condi­ 
tion in terms of time runs a 
great risk of being wrong. In 
the practice of medicine, we 
physicians must treat our pa­ 
tients on a day-to-day basis 
without speculating as to the 
duration 
of 
any 
affliction. 
Far too often we are pressured 
by families who want us to 
state, 
with 
definitiveness, 
when a complete cure will oc­ 
cur, or how long a person will 
survive. We can understand 
the emotional need for such an 
answer, but we merely set a 
trap for ourselves by such 
guesswork. 
In your father’s, case, 'if a 
cyst exists and surgery is rec­ 
ommended,there may be no In­ 
terference with his, longevity. 
With the new' kidney machines 
that now are available, many 
people who might otherwise 
have succumbed because of 
poor kidney function, are now 
able to live for many long 
years. It would do you a great 
injustice if anyone were to of­ 
fer the slightest suggestion as 
to the life expectancy of your 
father. 


My husband and I differ in 
our reactions to pain.

is removed. I seem to be able 
to tolerate much more pain 
What makes this difference? 
Mrs. K. D., Massachusetts 
Dear Mrs D.: I’ll whisper 
this quietly and hope that my 
male readers will forgive me 
I honestly believe that their 
tolerance to pain is generally 
lower than women’s. Some 
people are severely distressed 
by the slightest amount of 
pain while others can take it 
In stride, bear it, and. even 
function well with it. The ca­ 
pacity 
to 
tolerate 
pain 
is 
known as the "threshold"’ for 
pain. 
Those with a high threshold 
are not nearly as distressed as. 
are those who have a low 
threshold. 
E v e n thresholds 
themselves tend to vary under 
different circumstances. When 
there is an additional emotion­ 
al stress, even those who can 
tolerate a great deal of pain 
may suddenly find that their 
tolerance Is Lowered and that 
they react more severely than 
usual. 
It should not be a compara­ 
tive game by which one com­ 
pares the ability to withstand 
pain. N e i t h e r children nor 
adult* should 'be stigmatized 
because they r e a c t to pain 
with a variation from that 
which is expected. 
I am dumbfounded by the 
way women can handle hot 
pans without obvious pain. My 
own threshold for pain gener­ 
ally is high, but I simply can­ 
not, hold, anything: hot without 
distress. Thresholds, therefore, 
vary for different stimuli in 
the same per,son.

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Survivor Of 
Auschwitz Tries 
To Forget Past 


NEW YORK (AP) — He is 


there; he is here. He is burnt 
ashes, he is a living man. He 
must be nearing 50, but he's 
young, in a new era. "My age is 
20," he said, rejecting ordinary 
time reckonings. "Everything 
before then is burned, a cinder." 


Yet it still exists, too, for him, 


when he returns to it, in a kind of 
lonely, disciplined withdrawal 
into another reality. Sometimes 
just talking about it leaves him 
unable to eat for several days. 


"It's another world," he said. 
Because he experienced it, yet 


also embraces the present, 
conversation with him is almost 
like talking with two men, with 
Yehiel De-Nur, a warmhearted 
Jewish writer from Israel, and 
with Ka-Tzetnik 135633, the 
concentration camp number 
that identified him at Auschwitz. 


"That cycle of fire is silent 


now," he said. "But it still 
exists. Every deed — good or 
evil — is a fingerprint in the 
world's "air. The smoke of 
millions of lives, of a million 
children put alive hi the ovens, 
still is in the air. It cries out in 
our own sky. It is not lost." 


Its cry re-echoes in the 


present Arab pressure on Israel, 
he said, and he and his wife have 
sparked a dramatic, spreading 
movement in their homeland to 
bring Jews and Arabs together 
in private homes for evenings of 
talk and friendship to try to 
overcome the harsh barriers of 
hostility. 


"I have to go back to Ausch- 


witz," he said, seeming to revert 
to that other experience of an 
entire people. "There is no 
country where I have not been 
burned and bled and thrown out. 
If now, I am to be thrown out of 
Palestine, then there is nowhere 
to go, except back to Ausch- 
witz."

Survivor O f 
Auschwitz Tries 
To Forget Post 


NEW YORK (AP) — He is 
there; he is here. He is burnt 
ashes, he is a living man. He 
must be nearing 50, but he's 
young, in a new era. ‘‘My age is 
20,” he said, rejecting ordinary 
time reckonings, ‘‘Everything 
before then is burned, a cinder ” 
Yet it still exists, too, for him, 
when he returns to it, in a kind of 
lonely, disciplined withdrawal 
into another reality. Sometimes 
just talking about it leaves him 
unable to eat for several days. 
‘‘It’s another world,” he said. 
Because he experienced it, yet 
also em braces the present, 
conversation with him is almost 
like talking with two men, with 
Yehiel De-Nur, a warmhearted 
Jewish writer from Israel, and 
with Ka-Tzetnik 135633, the 
concentration camp num ber 
that identified him at Auschwitz. 
“That cycle of fire is silent 
now,” he said. “But it still 
exists. Every deed — good or 
evil — is a fingerprint in the 
world’s air. The smoke of 
millions of lives, of a million 
children put alive in the ovens, 
still is in the air. It cries out in 
our own sky. It is not lost.” 
Its cry re-echoes in the 
present Arab pressure on Israel, 
he said, and he and his wife have 
sparked a dramatic, spreading 
movement in their homeland to 
bring Jews and Arabs together 
in private homes for evenings of 
talk and friendship to try to 
overcome the harsh barriers of 
hostility. 
“I have to go back to Ausch­ 
witz,” he said, seeming to revert 
to that other experience of an 
entire people. “There is no 
country where I have not been 
burned and bled and thrown out. 
If now, I am to be thrown out of 
Palestine, then there is nowhere 
to go, except back to Ausch­ 
witz.”

NEW YORK (API - He is 
there, he is here He is burnt 
ashes, he is a living man. He 
must be nearing 50, but he's 
young, ill a new era. “My age is 
20," he said, rejecting ordinary 
time reckonings 
“Everything 
before then is burned, a cinder.*’ 
Yet it still exists, too, for him, 
when he returns to it, in a kind of 
lonely, disciplined withdrawal 
into another reality. Sometimes 
just talking about it leaves him 
unable to eat for several days, 
“It’s another world," he said. 
Because he experienced it, yet 
also em braces the present, 
conversation with him is almost 
like talking with two men, with 
Yehiel De-Nur, a warmhearted 
Jewish writer from Israel, and 
with Ka-Tzetnik 135633, the 
concentration camp num ber 
that identified him at Auschwitz. 
“That cycle of fire is silent 
now,” he said. “But it still 
exists. Every deed — good or 
evil — is a fingerprint in the 
world's air. The smoke of 
millions of lives, of a million 
■children put alive in. the ovens, 
still is in the air. It cries out in 
■our own sky. It is not lost.” 
Its cry re-echoes in the 
present Arab pressure on Israel, 
he said, and he and his wife have 
sparked a dramatic, spreading 
movement in their homeland to 
bring Jews and Arabs together 
in private homes for evenings of 
talk and friendship to try to 
overcome the harsh barriers of 
hostility. 
"1 have to go back to Ausch­ 
witz,” he said, seeming to revert 
to that other experience of an 
entire people. “There is no 
country where I have not been 
burned and bled and thrown out. 
If now, I am. to be thrown out of 
Palestine, then there is nowhere 
to go, except back to' Ausch­ 
witz.”

A man's reach ought to exceed his grasp or what's a metaphor? 
In reading accounts of basketball games in various papers, I've 


noticed the English language takes a beating, as words are in- 
discriminately tossed about the page, metaphors battle cliches, 
similes shudder against reality, and purple prose colors the heroics 
of all competitors, from Barney Bantamweight to Pistol Pete 
Maravich. 


It was nice to learn that the Oroville-Las Plumas frosh game "twas 


the fight of the century... The charges played a tough, close battle 
clear through the game that both sides could be proud of..." 


I guess things get heavy down in Oroville, with Kittens Clawing, 


Weebirds Suffering, Tigers Rallying, Growling and Blasting, and 
Thunderbirds Thumping. Things seem to be calmer up in Redding 
where Williams Slaps Hayfork, Tigers Edge Modoc, Shasta High 
Waxes, Dunsmuir Sups, with only an occasional Blast From Burney, 
although the Raiders have "walked the plank" on occasion. 


Of course, "bespectacled brutes" are seen on the court, in games 


where the shooting is "sensational. . . fantastic" and as h»ctic as 
"Chicago street fights." 


In most accounts, sadistic encounters are staged with whippings, 


beatings, pummelings, rippings, slashings, blastings, humblings and 
punishings commonplace. 


Shooting is usually hot, cold, on, off, deadly, sensational, fantastic, 


amazing, ridiculous, unbelievable, terrible, or great. And what good 
shooter doesn't get a hot hand, or even a red-hot hand, on those nights 
when he shoots the eyes out the basket, turning on the old radar from 
all over the court, swishing the cords, ripping the nets, burning the 
basket, as he tallies, scores, cans, nets, sinks, hits, swishes and 
tosses in the points. Teams are forever fired-up, charging, snarling, 
exploding, racing to victories, stumbling, bumbling, and crumbling 
to defeat, churning like windmills, eggbeaters, whirlwinds, or 
flooding, spluttering, and rampaging and drowning in the stormy 
currents of the athletic waters. 


This is not to dump on metaphor making or colorful writing. 
I enjoy word plays, puns and the turns of language. At best, good 


descriptive writing approximates the experience of being at a game 
and perhaps even helps those who were there to see the game in a 
different way. But in the hands of hacks, written accounts reduce 
varieties of experience to a few artificial categories which may as 
well be fiction. 


Words convey only so much reality. What is understood if both the 


Knicks and the Baby Tigers blast their opponents with sensational 
shooting? Is that good defense tenacious? Clawing? Clinging? 
Harassing? Pressing? Impenetrable? Does the star slice his way to 
the basket, leap to the basket or flick his wrist and let the ball float 
through the air to descend through the hoop like a feather? Oscar 
Robertson might fit this sort of description but few others would. 


Sometimes, a sportswriter captures the essence of a game, not 


only the poetry of motion but the emotional effect that the spectator 
feels when he is close to physical perfection. When Grantland Rice 
wrote: "Outlined against the blue-grey October sky, the Four 
Horsemen rode again," he put a photograph on paper. He also caught 
the emotion that the Notre Dame team of Knute Rockne generated. 


The temptation exists to make all sports heroic, as though the 


playing of a game elevates it to transcendent levels. The metaphors 
of perfection are applied to mediocre performances, as though 
perfection is a relative thing, as though the best player in town 
should be called great because he's the greatest in that town. 


I don't think the sportswriter's function is to create illusions so that 


diamonds sparkle by the light of his metaphor. Nor do I think reality 
should be distorted by the use of Time magazine phrases and jock 
cliches that spring full-blown from the head of banality. 


Artificial confrontations of great -magnitude are built up in the 


the'press, and; when played, described in the same terms. Players 
read their clippings and believe them, fans read them and believe 
them, and after a while, the writer himself is carried along in the 
tidal wave of his imagination, riding the crest of compressed air 
reality. 


As Humpty-Dumpty said to Alice before his lamentable fall: 


"Words mean whatever I want them to mean."

In reading accounts of basketball games in various papers, I’ve 
noticed the English language takes a beating, as words are in­ 
discriminately tossed about the page, metaphors battle cliches, 
sim iles shudder against reality, and purple prose colors the heroics 
of all competitors, from Barney Bantamweight to Pistol Pete 
Maravich. 
It was nice to learn that the Oroville-Las Plumas frosh game “twas 
the fight of the century .. The charges played a tough, close battle 
clear through the gam e that both sides could be proud o f... ” 
I guess things get heavy down in Oroville. with Kittens Clawing, 
Weebirds Suffering. Tigers Rallying, Growling and Blasting, and 
Thunderbirds Thumping 
Things seem to be calm er up in Redding 
where Williams Slaps Hayfork. Tigers Edge Modoc. Shasta High 
Waxes, Dunsmuir Slips, with only an occasional Blast From Burney, 
although the Raiders have “walked the plank” on occasion. 
Of course, “bespectacled brutes” are seen on the court, in gam es 
where the shooting is “ sensational . . fantastic” and as h°ctic as 
“Chicago street fights ” 
In most accounts, sadistic encounters are staged with whippings, 
beatings, pummelings, rippmgs, slashings, blastings, humblings and 
punishings commonplace. 
Shooting is usually hot, cold, on, off, deadly, sensational, fantastic, 
amazing, ridiculous, unbelievable, terrible, or great. And what good 
shooter doesn't get a hot hand, or even a red-hot hand, on those nights 
when he shoots the eyes out the basket, turnmg on the old radar from 
all over the court, swishing the cords, ripping the nets, burning the 
basket, as he tallies, scores, cans, nets, sinks, hits, swishes and 
tosses in the points Teams are forever fired-up, charging, snarling, 
exploding, racing to victories, stumbling, bumbling, and crumbling 
to defeat, churning like windmills, eggbeaters. whirlwinds, or 
flooding, spluttering, and rampaging and drowning in the stormy 
currents of the athletic waters 
This is not to dump on metaphor making or colorful writing. 
I enjoy word plays, puns and the turns of language At best, good 
descriptive writing approximates the experience of being at a gam e 
and perhaps even helps those who were there to see the game in a 
different way. But in the hands of hacks, written accounts reduce 
varieties of experience to a few artificial categories which may as 
well be fiction. 
Words convey only so much reality. W’hat is understood if both the 
Knicks and the Baby Tigers blast their opponents with sensational 
shooting9 Is that good defense tenacious9 Clawing0 Clinging9 
Harassing? Pressing9 Impenetrable? Does the star slice his way to 
the basket, leap to the basket or flick his wrist and let the ball float 
through the air to descend through the hoop like a feather? Oscar 
Robertson might fit this sort of description but few others would. 
Sometimes, a sportswriter captures the essence of a game, not 
only the poetry of motion but the emotional effect that the spectator 
feels when he is close to physical perfection When Grantland Rice 
wTote: “Outlined against the blue-grey October sky, the Four 
Horsemen rode again,” he put a photograph on paper. He also caught 
the emotion that the Notre Dame team of Knute Rockne generated. 
The temptation exists to make all sports heroic, as though the 
playing of a gam e elevates it to transcendent levels The metaphors 
of perfection are applied to mediocre performances, as though 
perfection is a relative thing, as though the best player in town 
should be called great because he’s the greatest in that town. 
I don’t think the sportswriter’s function is to create illusions so that 
diamonds sparkle by the light of his metaphor. Nor do I think reality 
should be distorted by the use of Time magazine phrases and jock 
cliches that spring full-blown from the head of banality. 
Artificial confrontations of great magnitude are built up in the 
the press, and. when played, described in the sam e terms. Players 
read their clippings and believe them, fans read them and believe 
them, and after a while, the writer himself is carried along in the 
tidal wave of his imagination, riding the crest of compressed air 
reality. 
As Humpty-Dumpty said to Alice before his lamentable fall: 
“Words mean whatever I want them to m ean.”

Old Wood Believed 
To Be Part Of Ark 


RIVERSIDE — A piece of 


perhaps the world's largest and 
oldest jigsaw puzzle — Noah's 
Ark — is in the possession of a 
biochemist at the University of 
California, Riverside. 


Dr. Franklin TurreU, UCR 


professor of biochemistry whose 
hobby is the study and collection 
of ancient wood, isn't absolutely 
sure the wood he has is in fact 
part of the Ark, but most of the 
evidence seems to point in that 
direction. 


The wood was found on the 


west side of Mount Ararat, 
above the timberline, near the 
Soviet-Turkish border, where 
historical and Biblical sources 
say the Ark landed after the 
great flood. 


The wood has been dated by 


two 
different 
research 


laboratories, in Madrid and 
Paris. Both reports show it to be 
between 4,000, and 5,000 years 
old. 


The two laboratories found it 


to be oak. Noah's Ark, according 
to the Bible, was built of 
gopher's wood, which scientists 
say is an archaic term for oak. 


This year, in an effort to 


finally uncover the Ark, an 
expedition 
called 
Search 


Foundation Inc. of Washington, 
D.C., 
plans to haul heavy 


equipment up the mountain in 
an attempt to remove ice and 
debris from the surface of a lake 
on Mt. Ararat, which experts 
say, harbors the famous Ark. 


Several expeditions have 


made an attempt in the past to 
find and uncover the Ark, but 


none thus far has had complete 
success. 


Some, like the ones led by 


Frenchman Fernand Navarra, 
have found pieces of wood which 
have been dated as being as old 
as the Ark. 


The wood Dr. Turrell owns, in 


fact, was sent to him by Navarra 
after one of the Frenchman's 
first expeditions in the late 
1950s. 


The searchers that will go to 


Mt. Ararat this year will include 
Navarra, who has made the 
uncovering of the Ark his life's 
work. 


Dr. Turrell, who has made a 


study of the history of the Ark, 
says that this is a good year for a 
search since the ice on ML 
Ararat melts on an average of 
every 20 years and this is the 
20th year since the last melting. 


Because 
of the 
almost 


perennial ice and perforated 
quality of the rock on the 
mountain, Dr. Turrell explains 
there is no vegetation there. 
This fact lends credence to the 
belief that whatever wood is 
found above the ice level had to 
have been transported rather 
than grown there. 


Dr. Turrell says there are 


more than 600 different writings, 
legends or stories about the 
Biblical deluge and the Ark. 


Also, an historical scholar 


named Immanuel Velikoviski 
has made a detailed study and 
synchronization of ancient 
calendars and has found that 
some sort of a great flood did 
occur worldwide 4,000 years 
ago. 


Cult Leader Asks 
For Court Dismissal 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — 


Charles M. Manson, long-haired 
leader of a hippie-type cult, 
wants Superior Court to dismiss 
murder-conspiracy 
charges 


against him in seven slayings 
last summer on grounds there is 
insufficient evidence to link him 
to the killings. 


In a brief filed Thursday with 


Judge Malcolm M. Lucas, the 
clan leader maintains the grand 
jury indictment accusing him in 
the deaths of actress Sharon 
Tate and six others was based on 
"inference" and "guilt by 
association." 


Manson, 35, is conducting his 


own defense from County Jail 
but is permitted out-of-court 
legal assistance. 


The 35-year-old defendant and 


five members of his communal 
group are charged in the gun- 
shot-knifing deaths last Aug. 9 of 
Miss Tate and four visitors to 
her rented Benedict Canyon 
mansion. 


The same defendants, plus a 


sixth Manson follower, also are 
accused in the knife slayings the 


following night of wealthy 
grocer Leno LaBianca and 
LaBianca's wife, Rosemary. 


The district attorney's office 


has indicated it will reply 
promptly to Manson's brief. 


In the document, Manson 


argues there is nothing in the 
grand jury transcript to show 
that he ordered the slayings. 


Instead, said Manson's brief, 


the transcript shows the other 
defendants had been told to 
follow 
the 
instructions of 


Charles D. Watson, 24, the night 
of the Tate killings. 


Manson's brief further alleges 


that although he drove the car to 
the LaBianca home, "nothing 
was mentioned" in the grand 
jury 
proceedings 
that he 


directed the couple's execution. 


Then, in true legal form, the 


document states: 


"The 
grand jury transcript is 


also barren of any testimony 
that defendant, Charles Manson, 
positively or tacitly came to a 
mutual understanding to agree 
to jointly undertake criminal 
action."

Senate confirmation of his 
nomination. 


Sen. Joseph D. Tydings, D-

reply."

meeting, either Feb. 16 or 17, on 
the nomination.

the

tax-exempt 


developments can add as much 
of a burden to a district's schools 
as military bases. 


Aid to impacted areas was a 


main issue in the dispute bet- 
ween Nixon and the Congress 
over a $19.7 billion health- 
education money 
bill the 


President successfully vetoed 
last month. The administration 
originally proposed $200 million 
for the impact program during 
the current budget year, but 
Congress voted $600 million. 
Congress now is trying to work 
out a new funding bill.

Committee has announced a set 
of voluntary guidelines for 
newspapers and broadcasters 
designed to open news source 
doors the committee chairman 
says "are being shut in our 
face." 


The guidelines set forth ways 


in which newspapers 
and 


broadcasters can report crime 
news and at the same time 
cooperate with courts to assure 
the accused a fair trial. 


They were drafted over a 


period 
of 
20 months 
by 


representatives of the news 
media and the legal profession. 
The committee approved them 
unanimously at a meeting here 
Thursday. 


Dick Fogel of the Oakland 


Tribune, head of the group 
which developed the guidelines, 
told the committee, "The ob- 
jective has been to come up with 
some sensible alternatives to the 
American Bar Association's 
Reardon rules." 


"With the various restrictive 


orders and attempts at con- 


cealment which have abounded 
since the Reardon Report," 
Fogel said, "it would seem that 
this approach is well worth a 
try." 


Said Raymond L. Spangler of 


Peninsula Newspapers, Inc., 
chairman of the information 
committee: 


"The doors are being shut in 


our face and only by these 
guidelines can we open them." 


Here are the guidelines 


recommended by the com- 
mittee: 


"Our objective is to report the 


news and at the same time, 
cooperate with the courts to 
assure the accused a fair trial. 


"Protection of the rights of an 


accused person or a suspect 
does not require restraint in 
publication or broadcast of the 
following information: 


— "His or her name, address, 


age, residence, employment, 
marital status and similar 
background information. 


—"The substance or text of 


the charge, such as complaints, 
indictment, information and, 
where appropriate, the identity 


of the complaint. 


— "The identity of the in- 


vestigating 
and arresting 


agency, and the length of the 
investigation, 
where 
ap- 


propriate. 


— 
"The 
circumstances 


surrounding an arrest, including 
the time and place, resistance, 
pursuit, possession and use of 
weapons and a description of 
items seized. 


"Accuracy, good conscience 


and an informed approach can 
provide non-prejudicial 
reporting of news. 


"We commend to our fellow 


newsmen: Avoid deliberate 
editorialization, even when a 
crime seems solved beyond 
reasonable doubt. Save the 
characterizations of the accused 
until the trial ends and guilt or 
innocence is determined. 


"Avoid editorilization by 


observing these rules: 


"Don't call a person brought 


in for questioning a suspect. 


"Don't call a slaying a 


murdering until there's a formal 
charge.

I)r. FRANKLIN TURRELL 
Old Wood Believed 
To Be Part O f Ark 


RIVERSIDE — A piece of 
perhaps the world’s largest and 
oldest jigsaw puzzle — Noah’s 
Ark — is in the possession of a 
biochemist at the University of 
California, Riverside. 
Dr. Franklin Turrell, 
UCR 
professor of biochemistry whose 
hobby is the study and collection 
of ancient wood, isn’t absolutely 
sure the wood he has is in fact 
part of the Ark, but most of the 
evidence seems to point in that 
direction. 
The wood was found on the 
west side of Mount A rarat, 
above the timberline, near the 
Soviet-Turkish border, 
where 
historical and Biblical sources 
say the Ark landed after the 
great flood. 


The wood has been dated by 
two 
different 
re se a rc h 
laboratories, in Madrid 
and 
Paris. Both reports show it to be 
between 4.000 and 5.000 years 
old. 
The two laboratories found it 
to be oak Noah’s Ark, according 
to the 
Bible, 
was 
built 
of 
gopher’s wood, which scientists 
say is an archaic term for oak. 
This year, in an effort to 
finally uncover the Ark, an 
expedition 
called 
S earch 
Foundation Inc. of Washington, 
D.C., plans to haul 
heavy 
equipment up the mountain in 
an attem pt to remove ice and 
debris from the surface of a lake 
on Mt. Ararat, which experts 
say, harbors the famous Ark. 
S everal expeditions 
have 
made an attem pt in the past to 
find and uncover the Ark, but 


none thus far has had complete 
success 
Some, like the ones led by 
Frenchm an Fernand Navarra, 
have found pieces of wood which 
have been dated as being as old 
as the Ark. 
The wood Dr. Turrell owns, in 
fact, was sent to him by Navarra 
after one of the Frenchm an’s 
first expeditions in 
the late 
1950s 
The searchers that will go to 
Mt. A rarat this year will include 
N avarra, who has m ade the 
uncovering of the Ark his life’s 
work. 
Dr. Turrell, who has made a 
study of the history of the Ark, 
says that this is a good year for a 
search since the ice on Mt. 
A rarat melts on an average of 
every 20 years and this is the 
20th year since the last melting. 
B ecause 
of 
the 
alm ost 
perennial ice and perforated 
quality 
of the rock 
on the 
mountain. Dr. Turrell explains 
there is no vegetation there. 
This fact lends credence to the 
belief that whatever wood is 
found above the ice level had to 
have been transported rather 
than grown there. 
Dr. Turrell says there are 
more than 600 different writings, 
legends or stories about the 
Biblical deluge and the Ark. 
Also, an historical scholar 
named Immanuel 
Velikoviski 
has made a detailed study and 
synchronization 
of 
ancient 
calendars and has found that 
some sort of a great flood did 
occur worldwide 4,000 years 
ago.

RIVERSIDE — A piece of 
perhaps the world's largest and 
oldest jigsaw puzzle — Noah’s 
Ark — is in the possession of a 
biochemist at the University of 
California, Riverside 
Dr 
Franklin Turrell, UCR 
professor of biochemistry whose 
hobby is the study and collection 
of ancient wood, isn't absolutely 
sure the wood he has is in fact 
part of the Ark. but most of the 
evidence seems to point in that 
direction 
The1 wood was found on the 
west side of Mount Ararat, 
above the timberline, near the 
Soviet-Turkish border, where 
historical and Biblical sources 
say the Ark landed after the 
great flood 


The wood has been dated by 
two 
different 
research 
laboratories, in Madrid and. 
Paris Both reports show it to be 
between 4.000 and 5.000 years 
old 
The two laboratories found it 
to be oak Noah's Ark, according 
to the Bible, was built of 
gopher’s wood, which scientists 
say is an archaic term for oak 
This year, in an effort to 
finally uncover the Ark, an 
expedition 
called 
Search 
Foundation Inc. of Washington, 
D C., plans to haul heavy 
equipment up the mountain in 
an attempt to remove ice and 
debris from the surface of a lake 
on M l Ararat, which experts 
say, harbors the famous Ark. 
Several expeditions have 
made an attempt in the past to. 
find and uncover the Ark, but 


none thus far has had complete 
success 
Some, like the ones led by 
Frenchman Fernand Navarra, 
have found pieces of wood which 
have been dated as being as old 
as the Ark 
The wood Dr. Turrell owns, in 
fact, w as sent to him by Navarra 
after one of the Frenchman’s 
first expeditions in the late 
1950s 
The searchers that will go to 
Mt. Ararat this year will include 
Navarra, who has made the 
uncovering of the Ark his life’s 
work. 
Dr Turrell, who has made a 
study of the history of the Ark, 
says that this is a good year for a 
search since the ice on Mt. 
Ararat melts on an average of 
every 20 years and this is the 
20th year since the last melting. 
Because 
of 
the 
aim. os I. 
perennial ice and perforated 
quality of the rock on the 
mountain, Dr. Turrell explains 
there is no vegetation there. 
This fact lends credence to the 
belief that whatever wood is 
found above the ice level had to 
have been transported rather 
than grown there. 
Dr. Turrell, says there are 
more than 600 different writings, 
legends or stories about the 
Biblical deluge and the Ark. 
Also, an historical scholar 
named Immanuel Velikoviski 
has made a detailed study and 
synchronization 
of 
ancient 
calendars a ad has found that 
some sort of a great flood did 
occur worldwide 4,000 years 
ago.

Manson. 35, is conducting his 
own defense from County Jail 
but. is permitted out-of-court 
legal assistance. 
The 35-year-old defendant and 
five members of .his communal 
group are charged in the gun­ 
shot-knifing deaths last Aug 9 of 
Miss Tate and four visitors to 
her rented Benedict Canyon, 
mansion 
The same defendants, plus a 
sixth Manson follower, also are 
accused in the knife slayings the 


following night of wealthy 
grocer Leno LaBianca and 
LaBianca’s wife, Rosemary. 
The district attorney’s office 
has indicated it will reply 
promptly to Manson’s brief. 
In the document, 
Manson 
argues there is nothing in the 
grand jury transcript to show 
that he ordered the slayings. 
Instead, said Manson’s brief, 
the transcript shows the other 
defendants had been told to 
follow 
the 
instructions 
of 
Charles D. Watson, 24, the night 
of the Tate killings 
Manson’», brief further alleges 
that although he drove the car to 
the LaBianca home, “nothing

“The grand jury transcript is 
also barren of any testimony
